1 . The drawings were received on April 1 , 2005 . These drawings are accepted by the 
Examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited adhesive roll cleaner. 
The independent claims identify the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that include a core 
tube having adhesive tapes helically wound around the core tube in a layered configuration with 
the adhesive portion out and gaps of a desired with between adjacent turns, wherein the tapes 
have greater widths as they are layered from the lowermost layer to the outermost layer. The 
closest prior art of record, Riboud (USPN 3,417,418) in view of Wood (USPN 5,763,038) and 
Shizuno et al. (USPG Pub 2003/0088928), disclose different adhesive roll cleaners, which either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitation.
